The rod rose was much in evidence 
in the Hoo^eof Commons on the even¬ 
ing of May 11th, Mr. Tarte presented a 
fiower to all the members of the Liberal 
side and bo tho Liberal members of the 
press gallery.

The suggestion comes from the 
Methodists of Amherstburg and will 
in all probability bo acted upon. 


After oAref^IJr penuiof the mamber 
for Lennox’s speech on the bod^ 
debate wo har^ arrived ai the oonua* 
aion that if the government wonlire- 
Impose the doty of '7|e a bnahel on 
com Mr. Wilson would be content to 
**make it unaoimoos.*’ While Mr. 
Wilson went ont of hfeway to pay his 
tribute to the departed greatness of: 
the N. P. he also had a measure of 
praise for the policy of the Reform 
Government. In a word Mr.''4V!ilson 
praised the policy but'oeneured the 
Government for the alleged non*fntflIl- 
ment of their promises. The member 
for Lennox quoted nuollrott extracts 
from the campaign speeches of Reform¬ 
ers where they bad pht themsdvee on 
record as favoring a free trade policy 
for Canada. He contended that the 
Government bad broken faith with the 
people and gone back on their promises 
in not inaugurating a free trade policy. 
In support of this he quoted the follow¬ 
ing from a speech delivered by Mr. 
Liaurier at Newmarkqt in 1898: 

I will not be sakUfied until the laet veetige 
of protection hae been removed from the 
■oil of Canada. This is ^e aim toward 
which we are progratsing* the aim which 
we have in view, and we will nol rest until 
we have achieved that object. When that 
will be. I do not profesa to know, but, at all 
evente, 1 say that the Reformers of Canada 
have reforms to carry out, bat that our 
great reform le to pot away from the soil of 
Canada the last veatlge of protection. 

We believe that this Is the aim of 
the Reform party. It is retarded by 
tho maladminetration and the legacy 
of debt and obligations left behind by 
the late government, but, as Sir Rich¬ 
ard Cartwright pointed out, the ship’s 
head is now pointed towards the open 
sea, tho now tariff has rung the death 
knell of protection and rung in the 
chance of federating the empire on a 
solid and secure basis. 

The goal toward which the.Liberals 
are travelling is that of free trade. 
They have broken no promises nor do 
wo believe they will. The platform 
adopted by the National Liberal Con¬ 
vention at Ottawa in June 1893 has 
been honestly adhered to. The new 
tariff, if studied carefully, is substan¬ 
tially a revenue tariff. The protective 
features of the N. P. tariff have been 
in many cases eliminated and the per¬ 
nicious specific duties abolished. So 
long as a revenue is raised by duties 
the duties cannot help but prove to 
some extent protective. Wo are pleas¬ 
ed to see that Mr. Wilson favors the 
preferential clause ond is willing to 
give every reasonable preference to tho 
mother country. He dosen’t believe 
it should apply to the United States, 
however. Of course Mr. Wilson is en¬ 
titled to his own opinion, but apart 
from sentiment it cannot but bo admit- 
ed that ingress to the markets of tho 
United States would be of immense 
advantage to tho farmers of Canada 
and e?i)ecially so to tho farmers of the 
Bay cf Quinle district. 

It was not to bo expected that a 
member of thboppositioit would practi¬ 
cally endorse tho Government’s policy. 
Although it may meet with his appro- 
vai it is customary to single out some 
particular feature for condemnation. 
Mr. Wilson was singularly unfortunate 
in his choice when he selected “free 
corn” as a target on which to score 
the Government. Tiiere is perhaps no 
Item in the new tariff which meets 
with more approval among the farmers 
of his constituency. Mr. Wilson's plea 
that it will reduce the price of coarse 
grain is not well taken and shows at 
once that his knowledge of the needs 
of the farmer is limited. Intelligent 
and wide awake agriculturalists do 
not, as a rule, grow coarse grain for 
sale, having long ago recognized that 
it is in keeping and feeding it on the 
farm that the profit lies. Corn will 
not be imported into Canada unless the 
farmer finds it to his interest so to do, 
and the plea that it should bo restrict¬ 
ed by a heavy duty is on a par with 
tho N. P. which was framed on the

WILLIAMS ' 
ACQUITTED. 


THE END OF THE TYNER MAN- 
SLAUGHTER CASE. 


Qubin vs. WiLLUus.—Everett Williams 


day 

pleaded not guilty. Mr. Riddell, orowo 
proeeoutor aaid this case was what was 
oommonly called manslaughter. He ex¬ 
plained the differeooe between manslaagh 
ter and murder. ‘^Anyone guilty of oaueiug 
the death of another by negligence, al¬ 
though not intending to kill, was guilty 
of manslaughter. The facts of the case 
as explained by Mr.‘Riddell areas follows; 

A young boy named Frank Tyoer, a* 
waif and stray was adopted by John Tyner, 
of Sheffield. Everet Williams on Xmas, 
1805, made up bis mind to have sonm fun 
with the boy. He purobatd a b^le of 
whiskey iu Tamwortn and told a young 
boy io his employ to put a drag, wbioh he 
called jalap, in toe whiskey and give it to 
Tyner. The boy did as bis employer 
directed him, Tynor drank the deoootion 
and never wae a well boy again. Tyner 
was poisoned by the overdose and despite 
medical aid died from the effects. It 
turned out that the drug administered was 
condition powders and contained antimony, 
which was fattening 1o animals but caused 
death to human iMlogs. It was shown 
that Tyner’s kidneys wers diseased but it 
was admitted by the meaioal men that the 
drug hastened the boy's death. At the 
coroner’s inquest held shortly after the 
death of Tyner, Coughlin, who administered 
the drug, was epirited away, and NVilllaras 
went before tne inquest and swore he 
did not know where the boy was, and that 
he did not know of any whisky or drug 
being administered to Tynor. The crown 
prosecutor explained Coughlin’s move¬ 
ments, aud asked the jury to find 
accordance with the evidence. 

James Cou^lin on being sworn said he 
was 14 years of age au4 lived with Everett 
Williams, lie was at Williams on the 
Xmas of 1806. He wae also at John Tyner's 
and knew Frank Tyner, but he was no 
relative of Tyner and didn’t know what bis 
right name was. He had some talk with 
Williams about Frank Tyner the day 
before Xmas. He was telling me what fan 
we could have with Frank Tyner. We 
could give him some jalap and it would 
physio him. Williams said be would give 
It to me to give Frank Tyner. It was 
to be done Xmas night. Williams hadn't 
the whiskey then but said he would buy it 
at Dowling’s hotel on his way down to 
Tyner's. Williams got the jalap on Xmas 
eve and showed it to me. It was in a 
small paper. He bought the jalap at Mr. 
Rose’s, a druggist in Tamworth. On Xmas 
morning Williams said be -was going to 
oburcb in Tamworth and when I got 
through with the chores 1 was to bring 
along the jalap and take it to Tyner’s. I 
went to Tamworth after doing my chores 
and met Williams in Dowling’s hotel there, 
after be bad come from church. I went 
with him to the hotel shed and be gave mo 
a pint bottle of whiskey and told me te 
take it to Tyner’s, and put tbe jalap into 
it, and put it somewnere where Frank 
Tyner could get bold of it. Tbe reason 
Williams gave for giving tbe jalap to 
Tyner was that he was atways coaxing him 
for whiskey. Tyner was a little given to 
drink. 1 went to John Tyner's a^ut 2 
p.m. They were having a party there. 
Williams was there. Frank Tyner was at 
the patty. Before Fraalt got the whiskey,

places binder twine and barbed wire 
on the free list, and practically reduces 
coal oil three cents a gallon. The 
more it is studied the better it will 
commend itself to the farmers.

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Williams loTcI me to pa^^’the jah^'ln 
the whiskey and hide it where Fntnk 
Tyner and Samuel Kirke would gel 
il. The jalap and whiskey was then 
in my pocket, 1 put the druit fQ ^be. 
whiskey about 9 o'clock ak nighk. The 
boktle was not full of whiskey when I pot 
the jalap in ik. Borne of the boys bad had 
a sup out of it, and it was dowu within a 
few inches of the bottom before I put the 
drug in it. 1 put the drug in the bottle in 
the presence of Sam Kirke. We then call¬ 
ed in Frank Tyner. I took a small swallow 
of it, handed it to Kirke who didn’t take 
auy, and be handed it to lyner who drank 
all that was left, Tyner said it tasted 
bitter.

Before being elected bishop he was a 
leading minister in his church and also 
a very prominent Republican. He 
represented his county in the Ohio 
Legislature for several years. 

Having giving tliis sk'^tch of tlio 
bishop, tlie following testfmonial from 
him will bo found very interesting 
reading and fully explains itself. 

To whom it may concern :

There was about a tablcs^poontill o^it left 
in the paper. After this Tyner vomited 
again, 

John Morrison testiiied that be saw the 
papers in the possession of Fraiik Tyner 
but doesn’t remember whether ihire was 
any powder iu it. He came to the conclu¬ 
sion from the smell that the papers had 
contained condition powders. 

Mrs. Eleonora Tyner swore she was the 
wife of John Tyner, and it was at her 
house the boy, Frank Tyner lived. He 
was no relation of the family. He was a 
gypsy and got the name Tyner from having 
lived at their pUcc. His name was Frank 
Golden. On the Xmas night Frank took 
ill. He was not very sick the next morn¬ 
ing. After that Xmas night he didn't look 
as well but did not complain macb. Ho 
grew gradually worse until it was found 
necessary to call in L)r. Clark. Trank aied 
some time in January- Ho was not a 
strong boy. The boy had told her that his 
stOQiaoh had never felt right since he took 
the dose. His appetite failed him and be 
had a bad taste in his mouth alter he took 
the dose. He grow weaker and weaker 
until be died. 

To Mr. Deroche—Coughlin told mo it 
was a little parcel Everett Williams gave 
him be had given to Tyner. Ho said it 
was condition powders or whatever Wil 
Hams was feeding his horscH. Tyner was 
about 20 years of ago and had lived with 
them 11 years. 

Dr. Clarke on being swurn said : I am a 
medical man practicing in Tamworlh and 
attended the late Frank Tyner. 1 was 
coDsnlted on tboDlh of Jan. and saw him 
on the 10th. Ho was in a ttate of collapse 
and died within a few hours after I saw 
him. I made up my mind then but it was 
largely from the history of tho case. His 
death was largely duo from some irritaut 
matter taken into the stomach and bowels. 

Antimony and jalap s.ro such an irritant. 
Antimony is never ust'.lafor human pur¬ 
poses but is used for veterinary purposes. 
Jalap is used in small doses in human 
practices. An overdose of jalap would 
bring on inflammation. ^Yheu 1 saw him he 
was almost pulseless, his color was bad 
and his perspiration was labored and slow. 

1 knew be was going to die and the boy 
gave me the impression that ho knew he 
was going to die. The boy said before be 
died that be hoped Everett Williams would 
suffer as much before ho died aj ho did, as 
it was him who had given him tiie condi¬ 
tion powders. The boy was HUiiuring great 
pam over the stomach, ile was not of the 
brightest iutellectnally. He oaaiated at 
the post mortem with Dr. Wilson. Tho 
autopsy was then read, which showed that 
the deceased had a obronio disease of the 
kidney. The death was accelerated by 
some irritant taken ioto the itoniaob. 

To Mr. Deroche.—Something might have 
been done for the boy had be been called 
in at an earlier stage. 

Williams’ child was i.l in the fall of 18‘J5 
and I attended the chi!(i. 

Dr. Wilson, of Tamworlh, was called 
and toook part with Dr. Clarke in the post 
mortem on the boi^-^of-l'rank Tyner. He 
substantiated Dr. Clarke's evidence. 

To Mr. Deroche.—The doctor said he 

attended Williams’little girl in tho fall of 

169J, and treated her for dysentery. 

Dr. Korthmore, of Bath, saw the post 
mortem and agreed with Drs. Clarke and 
Wilson as to the cause of death. The 
iiritanl administered was the immediate 
cause of death. 

Daniel F. Bose (estifled that he was a 
drug^st in Tamwortb. He sold condition 
powders and they contained 10 per cent of 
antimony. They also contain^ snlpbite 
of iron, 123 Mr cent. Don't remember 
having sold jalap to Williams. 

Mr. Bidden tendered tho evidence given 
by Williams at the coroner’s inquest. Wil¬ 
liams having being cautioned that any 
evidence be might give might be used, 
against him in any subeequent trial. The 
judge refused to receive the evidence. 

Thif oloeed the oaea for the orown. The 
case for the defence wae opened by John 
Tyner who teetlfled that Frank Tyner 
lived with him. Ha remembered the ninbl 
of the party. Frank worked the next day 
and for fonr or five days afterwards, he 
didn't seem as well as usual but did not 
oomplain to him of being ill. He com* 

? tained of being lU the day before New 
ear’s. 

To Mr. Biddeil—Knew the boy wm siok 


the winter of 1895. Caugblin suggested to 
me that it would be a great joke to take 
some jalap op to Tyner’s and give Frank 
Tyner a dose similar to what the boys at 
Erinsville had given a boy named Cavauab. 
I never eaid much about it. My child was 
quite sick and it was found necessary to 
; give her a purgative and as she could not 
take oil my wife and mother suggested that 
1 get some jalap for the child. Xmas eve 
11 bought some jalap at Rose's drug store. 

I left it in my coat and told my wife when 
‘ 1 got home that she would And it there. 
She gave some of it to the child on Xmas 
morning. We left for Tamworth in the 
morning uud Caugblin was to follow after 
I he had done the chores. The prisoner 

wore that be did not give Caugblin any 
^ jalap. He might have given him some 
I whiskey but if so he didn’t remember about 
I it. Williams said the way the boy happen 
j ed to go to Ardoch wae because the people 
I had got around bis wife that Caugblin had 
, told such stories that if they didn’t send 
the boy be would make a widow woman of 
I her. He was opposed to the boy goingi 
away. 

To Mr. Riddell.—He was HS vears of ago 
' and knew the nature of an oath. He gave 
! evidence before (hs coroner's inquest. The 
, crown prosecutor read the evidence given 
i by Williams at the inquest. It contradicted 
' the story told by Williams in some essential 
particulars. 

Mary Ann Coughlin was at Tyners on 
the night of the party and saw her step son 
I James Coughlin (ben. She testified that 
Williams had told Coughlin to go out and 
seo to the horses. Her evidence did not 
throw any new light on the subject. 

Mrs. Everett Williams an intelligent and 
pretty woman testified she was tho wife of 
the prisoner. Remembered the little girl 
being i:l and in consequence her husband 
got some jalap for the child. Gave the 
child a dose of it Xmas morning. She and 
her husband and Caughliu weot to the 
’ party at Tyner’s on Xmas and heard her 
husband tell the boy to go out and attend 
the boreos. Mrs. Williams related the 
ciroumstances attending (he sending of 
Caughlin to Ardoch. Her husband bad 
nothing to do with seudiug the boy to 
Ardoch. 

Mr Deroche made an eloquent p!ea for 
tho acquittal of his client. 

Mr. Riddell followed iu an able address 
and bis honor charged the jury to find in 
accordanco with the evidence. The 
jury brought in a verdict of not guilty.

THE McLEOD MURDER! 

TROY’S EXTRAORDINARY CONFESSION. 

TWO OF TROY'S CHUMS l|VIPLICRTED 11 


Hughes and Penn Equally Guilty—Troy’s Eemarkable 
Story—Tile Horrors of Isolation-A Verdict of 
Guilty—The Judge will make a Spec¬ 
ial Eeport to the Minister of 
Justice. 


A case anique in the annala of crime 
terminated here on Tuesday by the con 
viotioD of John F. Troy, on his own evi¬ 
dence, of the murder of Angus McLeod 
on the moroing of the Tith of Beptember, 
1898. 

On Monday forenoon the grand jury 
brought io a true bill for murder against 
Troy and oo Tuesday morning he was 
brought from the Kingston penitentiary, 
where be was undergoing a twenty years 
imprisonment for attempted murder, and 
arraigned for the murder of Augus Mc¬ 
Leod. 

Tbe prisoner on being arraigned eaid he 
desired to plead guilty, but this bis lord 
ship, under the oircumstanoes, would not 
consent to. In answer to the judge the 
prisoner eaid he was friendless aud had no 
one to defend him. He wanted to make 
an explanation of some statements he bad 
made. He had desired to plead guilty. 

Tbe judge selected W. H. Perry, of 
N^anee, to defend Troy, and be consented. 

Tbe charge was then read that Jobu F. 
Troy mnrdered Angns McLeod, on the 
I'Jth of September, 1898, and bis oouneel 
entered a plea of not guilty. Twnty five 
petit jurors were then called and of that 
numl^r the following good men and true 
were chosen to well and truly try the

I told 
them I liad neeii up prowling In die town, nnd 
diat X liad A sliuodiig maU-li.

I 
bought a iiewsiKiiier from a Ixiy who came into U»e 
Niluoii. i iiasscd it to one oi the three ami we 
nil left, ^>'e ngr(.H-<l lo imxil cost of the demit. 
When 1 reu' liiil the pJiU-e of meeting they hmi 
rea<l th«! lAiier and I lenrm-d from ttiuin that 
Mel^ul was killed. We then nil esea|ied on 
train to Montreal. 1 had hreukfast with a priest 
atat. Ilenrl. We dieiicrossed over the Victoria 
bridge to Kt. Lamlxirtamt Loiigulcl. Remainul 
{here until some Ihnc In the toreiuon and wo 
then jiroceiMl to Ht. Uyaelndie. Remained tltere a 
couple of day^ (ticn went to Hlierbroolceaud dien 
to I^onnu.wlUc Jet. NVo erossed into Vermont 
and wound uptn White JUverJet., rcmatiied one 
day in lailmmm, N. II. across tlie river. Next 
(lay enipe back lo White River J<-t. and liile^ulod 
to take a train to Windsor, Vi. Wlicn we lionrdwl 
this train ilio crew tried to put us ofT but wc 
swung iimler ami when 1 got to Windsor. Iiughes 
Wiu« not dwre. I waited two days for him luid 
never set-n him afotn until 1 met tilin in King¬ 
ston isiiiUentlury. The n^volver I Inul and used 
was a 3s (-nlibre. I used a handkerchief when I 
was in MeLewi's house to cover my face. When 
I went buck to the Isirn where i’enn and Hughes 
were 1 wraMicd die gun or revolver im In the 
handkerchief I used at Mel^iod's and hla it. The 
reason I sliot was to cover my retreat from die 
house and not Iw captured. The reason I oismoJ 
. the door before doing any work In the house was 
fo make my e8cai« easy. 1 drank the wiiUkey 
and eat some eakc and some cold meat. 1 got 
diem out of u cupboard or sidelKiard. That part 
of niy statement inodd to Warden Metcalfe at the 
{lenlUmtiary on die Jitl Feb, 1W7, In which I 
stated Huglies WAS present with me at McLeod's 
house Is not correct. Hngbes was not and kiMw 
nothing about tiia shooting until I toldhim. 

The statement Js aliaolutely true and correct 
uiid mode by me of my own free will and accord.

Bbe missed a Sell lam o'shanter a few 
days after tbe ocoorrenot. The fedora hat 
wae prodooed and identified as the one left 
behind by tbe marderer. Mrs. McLeod 
bad a oasb boi in tbe boase containing 
some nick nacks belonging to ber father. 
Did not know it bad b^n disturbed that 
night aotil she iMrned it from Rogers. 
There was some money taken from a 
satoheL Had a bsl rack with a mirror in 
it. Mrs. McLeod gave further testimony 
as to tbe tbioge in tbe bonse. 

Dr. Leonard testified that he assisted at 
tbe post mortem on A.ugas McLeod and 
foaoa bis death had been caused by a 
ballet. Had compared tbe ballet ehowu 
him bv tbe detective and it was identical 
with tne one taken from the body of Me- 
L^. 

Mr. Olynn, of Barnis, swore that be 
recognized Troy and sold him a pin fire, 
88 oallbre revolver in 1898. Ballet In evl* 
denoe was similar to tbe box of cartridges 
he sold Troy. He aleo sold Trov a razor 
a^ strop and Troy tendered bim a |10 
bill, bispurobase having amounted to that. 
Mr. Olynn also told ot the sailor oomiog in 
and wanting to dispose of a clasp knife. 

Mr. Riddell said tho crown had several 
other witoeiscs, among them Chief Rankir, 
of Cobourg. but would not call tfaeni unless 
bis lordship thought it was necessary. 
This closed the case for the crown. 

TROY'S CONFESSION. 

John F. Trov then entered tbe witness 
box, and after oeing sworn gave evidence of 
a most remarkable nature. Ue said that 
in tbs main tbe statement made to Rogers 
and read bv the crown proseontor was 
false. In his oonfession made verbally to 
Warden Metcalfe he implicated Hughes 
and Penn. On the strength of toat state¬ 
ment detective Rogers came down to see 
him. Hughes wouldn’t admit that ho bad 
anything tu do with the crime, so when he 
was brought in he said " yacab," a slaug 
expression equivalent to all right, tiughes 
was broQgbt to from the corridor. 1 told 
him Paddy, I've lied about you, but its 
all right.” I did not intend to implicate 
anyone but myself then but bad siuoe got 
sumach blame, blame that be didn't 
dekve, that be was going to tell the true 
ao^ug^of what happened and shield no 
one. wVben Rogers came to see me he 
showed roe a photograph of Tom Penn, 
who be said was in. Jackson prison. Penn 
was not in Jackson prison. Hughes and 
Penn were both with tne in McLeod's house 
ou the night of the murder. I don't deny 
my guilt, but your Lordship and gentle¬ 
men of the Jury, so hdtp mo God. Hughes 
and Pens were both with me. In my con- 
feision to Warden Metcalfe 1 told him that 
1 fired tbe first shot, Penn the second and 
1 fired tbe tnird. There were throe abots 
fired. 1 was in the hallway when I fired 
the first shot. I btlieve. id help me God, 
that it was tbe second shot that killed 
McLeod, 'i'here were oo shuts fired ou the 
street. 1 fired tbe last shot after coming 
downstairs, i'enn made his escape from 
tbe bouse first. Tbe roan who Mrs. Mc¬ 
Leod says sbo reen must have been Penn. 
When I made my oepfession to Detective 
iiogers be prormseU to intercede for me ana 
told me tbut he would see that I would bo 
used belter. When 1 entered McLeod's 
bonse 1 bad oo intention of committing 
murder. Had 1 thought murder was to be 
committed 1 would never have entered the 
house, When 1 told Rogers f went to the 
bouse alone, it wse notK', Penn and Hughes 
were both with me. 1 am standing here 
ootidemning myself and have no object to 
lie to you. When we entered tho bouse we 
bad no intention of committing an>one an 
injury, and 1, didn’t know mat we had

On 
tbe way up be bid tbe revolver in a oolvert. 
Peon went cn foot in another direo ion. 
Hughes and himsoK lay op against the 
fence while a freight palled in. Ue saw 
two men on tbe bAck of the oar and thought 
at first they were oltizeos and thought of 
going bock after tho revolver bot remember 
ed it would he useless as before hiding it 
he had emptied tbe oartridges out of tbe 
revolver and tramped them in tbe dost. 
He eaw that tbe two men were iteallog a 
ride. Ue and Bimhei got oo tbe train— 
tbe baggage car.

Edhem Paaho, the oommander ot the 
TurkUh army In the present war with 
Greece, who. hae Juat been recalled and 
loaded with Sultan’s honora, flays Tho 
New York Journal, baa had a moat ro¬ 
mantic and Intereatlufl: hlatory. He 
U not only of Grec^ origin, but alifo 
of Christian parentage. However, 
•trange to aay. he la an entbuaiaatlc 
and fanatlo 31ohammedan and k>yal 
subject of the present Sultan. Hla 
change of religion waa caused h/ a 
number of strange drcumatancea which 
occurred In hla youth, He waa born 
on the beautiful island of Chto, In the 
Aegean Sea. This island waa famous 
In ancienit history, and la said to have 
been the birthplace of Homer. Ii U 
seven miles from the coast of Asia 
Minor and la situated on the Gulf of 
Smyrna. It Is know-n for Its great 
productivity, mild climate and natural 
beauty. 

For centuries Chio haj* l>eeii under 
Turkish rule, although the largest part 
of Its population Is of Greek dercent. 
In the many wars and insurrections for 
Grecian liberty, the people of this love¬ 
ly bland have always lx>rne the brunt 
of Turkish cruelty and tyranny. 'This 
was especially true In 1822. when tho 
Greeks began a long struggle for fre*- 
dom. Edhem Pasha was then a small 
child. The Inhabitants of Chlo did 
not participate in the lnsurrt’< tlonA 
which occurred In that year, but wore 
following thdr usual occupations. How¬ 
ever, a body of revolutionists came 
from t.he island of Samoa and landcit 
In Chlo. They endeavored to excU-‘ 
.the inhabltajits to revolution, but met 
Vllh no success. The Chlotea answi'C- 
ed that it would lx* foolish for th m 
to revolt. iK^-tause lh«* iibseni'e of u 
Greek fleet rcndcrid th4-m almo.sl ci-r- 
tain prey to the Sultan's igoops on the 
mainland. The Samians, h >vv«-vi‘r. ro 
fused to obey, and laid siege to the 
citadel, then occupied by a Tuiklnh 
garrison. The Turkish soldh-ra w-ve 
driven out, and the forir«s.-i reitn-.-d 
to ashes. 8o<m after an army of sevei, 
thousand Turks, with a host of faniitl 
cal volunteers, landed on the Island. 
For wt*ek» after the soldiers and ih ■ 
roving hordes of Otlonians slew, j II 
lageKl and tortured the InhablliiTits, 
In parts of the Islond the people tool; 
refuge In the nnmastrles. imt w r-- 
pursued and killed by lhousan<ls. ’ 
the sick In the liOfpltals were not spar¬ 
ed. Over twenty-three thouKainl nen- 
women and children were killed- lU' • 
thousand e«<’aped and forty-seven thou¬ 
sand wer<* sjld Into slavery, und 
glutted the sla\e inurk-’ls of Egypt. 
Constantinople and of Tunis.

Hi’ was sold l-» a Turkish 
General named Klnsseo J’a.sha. who 
look him to Constantinople. His iiifts 
te||. how-'VCT. gave hint his liberty, and 
with a nurnl>er of ls»ys he v as s nt 
to Paris to be «’4lucaic(l.

said this wae one of tbo moat extraordinary 
cases that bad come before bis attention 
since be ascended the XXeneb in IdXU. It 
was altogether diiferent from the usual 
cases where a mao wae arrested on eos- 
picioD.

Troy is an enigma. He is evidently a man 
of some culture and one of whom one 
might expect better things. He is a boyish 
looLng fellow, of medium height. His 
features are regular and be is not at all 
bad looking. Xn giving his evidence be 
spoke in a low. harried voice and at times 
it was extremely difficult to follow him. 
He used good language and told his story 
in a cool, collected wav which carried con¬ 
viction as to its tiuthfulDeis. The elo¬ 
quent manner io which the prisoner do 
picted his sufferings while In solitary con¬ 
finement recalled at once tbo triuJs of 
Dumas’ hero. the. Count of Monte Crislo. 

During the progress of the trial the 
court room was packed to suffocation, and 
while the prisoner was telling his story the 
large audience hung upon his every word, 
and a profound stillness porva<lod the 
court room. Tbo spectacle was a pitiful 
one. A young man in tbe prime of life, 
possessed of more than ordinary intelli¬ 
gence, and one who. bad be directed his 
energies in tbe right line might have be 
come an oruameiil to society, was standing 
there before a jury of his peers, voiontarily 
swearing his life away. Not one detail in 
bis self crimination would ho allow to 
escape him His eagerness to tell tbe 
whole story and trus version of the facts as 
thev occurred was apparent. Remorse was 
written io large letters upon hie forehead. 
He hod sown to ibe wind and was re«piDg 
the whirlwind. His reply to the judge : “1 
am friendless, my Lord,” was sa^ indeed. 
He was not always friendless. Tbe pris 
oner was well Drought up. Two of bis 
sisters, we are informed, have consecrated 
their lives and are nuns in a convent. 
Troy emigrated to America from tbe old 
country. He drifted into crime and baa a 
notorious record for one so ^ouog. 

Trov's memory is something remarkable 
Without a moments faltering ho detailed 
Ibingi which happened four years ago, even 
recalling trilling defects in his companions' 
apparel. Tbe manner in which he caught 
up Mr. Glenn, of daroia, shows his ready 
wit 

We believe the McLeod murder case is 
without a parallsl in history. Tbe history 
of noted criininaU shows, however, that 
they are all egotistical. They glory in 
notoriety. No doubt tbe fascination of a 
trial appcslod strongly to Troy lu his 
IsolAtioo. Whither tbe prisoner pare tbe 
penalty of tbe crime on the gallows or not, 
it ie eatiefaMory io know that tbe myetery 
bai been cleared up and that eosploion can 
no longer be dlreotM against tbe innooent-

They would ba aakad to find a troa 
bill against Hagbea. It would be naoaaaary 
to call Mrs. McLeod aa the ooovlol. Troy, 
did not know for a fact McLeod was killed. 
Troy would be also aakad to giye evidenoe, 
and if be told tbe tame story It woold oer 
tainly implioate Hngbas. His Lordship 
said ba would not think ol praaaiog on a 
trial bat wodld like to bare a true bill aa it 
woold have soma bearing on Troy's oaaa. 
Ha hadn’t paeaed tba aaotenca on Troy yat 
in oootcqnenoe. Not that it will affaot 
Troy's sentence, hot it may affect tbe time 
when the sentence will go into effect. Tbe 
grand jory after being oat over an honr 
brought in a troe bill for marder and borg* 
tary against John Hughes, and a true bill 
for murder and burglary against Frank 
Hayes, alias Psno. The judge ordered 
that a bench warrant be issued for tbe 
arrest of Penn. 

John Hughes was then brought into tbe 
dock. lie is a yoang mao, coarse featured, 
and heavy of stature. He Is about twenty* 
three years of age. On being arraigned 
Hughes pleaded not guilty to both indict* 
mente. He said he was ready for trial. 
Mr. U. M. Wilson consented to act ae 
counsel for tbe prisoner. He desired to 
have a oonfereooe with tbe prisoner before 
going on with the case. This was granted, 
Mr. Wilion saying be woold bring tbe 
trial on at this assize, if possible. 

Hughes is of a lower type than Troy. 
Tiie convict Troy showed marked Intelfi* 
genco and was evidently the brains of the 
trio. 

Hughes’ oooDsel will ask to have the case 
laid over to the next assizes, te be will 
endeavor to prove an alibi. It is doubtful 
if bis Lordship will ^consent to have (be 
case laid over.

While tbe people of Ontario are failing 
over one another in their eagerness to 
invest their snrplas wealth in the 
gold mines of British Columbia

That the rooks of this township are of 
a Huronian formation is now so well 
established that it is unnecessary to bring 
forward evidenoe to substantiate it. As 
gold does not exist in LaarentUn 
formation tbe geological surveyor did 
Kaladar and our back ooontrv a grave 
injustice. 

Back in 1870, W. H. Palmer, a famous 
prospector, devoted coniiderable time in 
exploring tbe Kaladar and Anglesea min 
ing regioDi. Mr. Palmer was a highly 
educate eccentric Eogliibmad and a great

Wo think 
souje improvements tending to a better samtary 
condition of the water closet* it« tlie Jail yard arc 
very desirable, and trust It may only be nece^ry 
to draw the attention of the .County Council to 
tlic matter In order to have the defect retne<u<». 
We found three prisoners contlned in the Jail In 
addition to those whose coses come up for lieorlng 
at this assize; one prisoner serving a sentence for 
assault, one a vsgront, and one on idiot. We 
think it a matter of regret tliat the latter is not 
removed to some more suitable place fqr the con¬ 
finement of such unfortunates. 

Third—Wo note wltlt regret the large number 
of crimes committed thrmighcot the iiountry by 
tramps, and we regret that this ulass of criminals 
aiiptiar to bo on the increase, and all attempts to 
stamp out tire nuisance which lum become so 
prevalent and dangerous as>|icar to have no effect- 
We would recommend that some more stringent 
measure be provkk>d for this class of criminals. 
We believe tluit If the laslifreely applied to all 
tramps found carrying firearms or (langerous 
weapons, evidencing their roodtoM to commit 
crime. Uiat the evil that threatens the safety of so 
many communities would bo materially lessened.

When 
the rains como it will surely rut, a^d rot 
your road bed. To make really good roads 
modern machinery is needed. A..ftone 
crusher and six-ton*roller being esd^ntial. 
With them at work* under careful super- 
intondeuco roads may bo had in a few 
years that will last a lifetime. But don't 
waste any time or material on a road until 
you have secured thorough drainage. Get 
the water off the roads and keep it off and 
half your work is done. Mr. Campbell 
will be in this town again sometime soon 
when every pathmaster within retHonable 
distance should endeavor to get a few 
pointers about making roads.

His Lordship in reply thanked tbe 
Grand Jurv for their kind references to 
himself, and said that tbe oonnty oonnoil 
ibould take steps towards patting tbe gaol 
in a sanitary condition. He made an 
eloquent reference to, and condemned in 
strong language tbe inhuman practice of 
committing poor people to gaol. It was a 
disgrace to oar ll)th oentnry civilization 
and his Lordship condemned it in no 
unmistakeable terms.

STiwART^This was an 
action for assaolt growing out of the 
trouble over tbe ownership of the trotting 
horse.

J. R. Hagar, of Flattsvllle, N..Y. Eagar 
took tbe none to Canada and entered it in 
tbe Bav of Quinte oirouit races. When 
MoCluikey went to PlattsvUIe after bis 
horse he found out that Hagar bad takeu 
it across tbe border into Canada. He im¬ 
mediately sot ont to secure it.

While there Stewart told MoClusky to 
leave the yard, and he not going quick 
enough to auil Btewart, tbe defendant 
caught him by the arm and forcibly ejected 
bim, and admitted atrlking him io the 
mouth in doing to. MoCluaky swore that 
Stewart struck him in the back, causing 
injury to bis kidueys whioh bad siaoa in* 
oapsoltatsd him from work. Dr. Ml, a 
veterinary surgeon.
